The Essex Ineti-u'c 2° oatem

In 1887 the Essex institute moved 
at@last into what it micht call a 
home of its own, says a writerin the 
Boston Herald. On the estate ad- 
joining Plummer Hall, Salem, and 
facing on the same street, stood the 
building erected for Tucker Daland, 
one of Salem’s well Known mer- 
chants in 1851. This afterward be- 
came the property of Mr. Daland’s 
son-in-law, the late Benjamin Cox, 
M. D., and from his heirs the insti- 
tute was enabled to purchase the 
land and house by means of a fund 
bequeathed by the late William Bur- 
ley Howes. The building being a 
large square brick mansion, with 
hith ceilinged rooms, was well 
adapted tothe few alterations which 
the imstitute found necessary to 
make, and a fund of $15,000, con- 
tributed by friends, rendered it pos- 
make them. A bridge con- 
nects the new building with Plum- 
mer Hall, a portion of which is still 
used for the storage of certain papers

THEFT OF A LARGE SUM. 


$22,765 Taken From the First National 
Bank of Plainfield, N. J. 


The directors of the First National 
| bank of Plainfield, N.J., recently an- 
| nounced the theft of $22,765, of which the 
vaults vers robbed, Frank S, Runyon, 
| cashier of the bank, first discovered the 
| loss when closing the vaults the other night. 
| Two packages, one cortaining $20,000 in 
| new bills of variovs values from on to one 
| thousand dollars, and another of $1,765 in 
| mutilated bills were missing. 

_ President Charles Potter was notified 
and the employees of the bank were at 
_once subjected to a severe examination, 
and the story of the robbery, as given by 
them, betrays the work of expsrienced and 
daring cracksmen, fully equipped with 
thorough knowledge of their surround- 
ings. On the day of the robbery, as 
_usual, but two clerks remained at their 
posts in the bank during the noon lunch 
hour, David N. Runyon, a relative of 
the cashier's, attended at the teller’s win- 
dow, and Albert Vail, a young clerk, was 
atone of the wickets. A strange man 
with a long list of notes on a large sheet 
of paper, entered and engaged Vail in 
conversation about the notes. Vail re- 
calls that the paper was held in such a 
manner aa to completely shut off his view 
of the passage by his wicket, and it is 
thought that the bank thief passed under 
cover of the paper into the inner rooms 
and then obtained access to the vault, or 
else that he entered by a rear hall way 
door which is known to haye been left 
open. The bank employees remember 
|/now that during the last two weeks a 
number of well dressed strangers have 
made frequent visits to the bank and 
made many plausible enquiries, which it 
is believed, were calculated to familiarize 
them with the workings of the institution, 
and one of these men drove up to the 


| bank and called out Frederick Haines, a 


clerk, pot more than twenty minutes be- 
fore the robbery is supposed to have been 
made, The man who talked to Vail has 
never been seen in the bank before, but it 
| is thought that the thief obtained access 
t the vaults under the protection of the 
man, he must have been thoroughly fam- 
iliar with the director's room and the 
vault, and hive known that the docr to 
the director’s room 14 offen left open, The 
robbery was kept a close secret at first, 
and private detectives engaged in the 
case. State Bank Examiner Stone, how- 
ever, had a conference with the directors, 
and advised immediate publication of the 
loss, and notification to the police authori- 
ties. Superintendent Bernes was con- 
suttaxt and New York Central oftice da- 
tectives were put in charge of the matter. 
The First National Bank has been im 
existence for many years, and its board 
of directors is composed of some of the 
most prominent men in Plainfield. A 
_ large number of the leading business men 
| of the town are among its depositors. The 
capital is $200,000, and there is a surplus 
of $50,000. Albert Vail, the clerk has 
been in the employ of the bank for twenty 
years. He isa married man and is fully 
_ trusted. Frank S. Runyon, ¢ he cashier, 
| bas been in the service of the bank for 
| nearly twenty-five years and is one of the 
best known substantial business men of 
the city. President Charles Potter is the 
president of the large Potter Printing 
Press works, 


HORRIBLE HOMICIDE. 


A Destitute Invalid Slaughtered With an 
Axe—A Mystery to Be Solved. 


Louis Pemerlow,a French Canadian, 
thirty years old, was hacked to death by 
/anaxe a few dave ago in the city of 
Vancouver. Pemerlow was known to 
the whole city through his misfortunes. 
A few months ago he was nearly kicked 
to death by a crazy drunk. Doctore 
saved him, but he was again stricken 
with heart disease. Destitute, out of 
work, disheartened, he applied for a pass 
to the city councilthat he might go to 
his home in Quebec, where he could be 
cared for until he died, and be buried 
by his people. He went to live ina 
shack on False Creek, Vancouver city, 
with a man named Andrews, His friends 
wrote to his parente: “Louis is grevious- 
ly sick; send 875 that he may go home.”

The sight was a ghastly one; the body 
and head had been brutally backed by 
an axe, which was lying beside the re- 
mains.

WEARS LI HUNG CHANG 


THE THREE-EYED PEACOCK PLUME 
AND YELLOW JACKET. 


Chinese Nobility, From Emperor to Petty 
Counts—How Li Hung Became a Duke— 
A Million Dollars’ Worth of Birthday 


Presents—Honors After Death, 


Li Hung Chang has been given baat his 
yellow jacket and his three-eyed peacock- 
feather. 

As to the yellow jacket, this is only to be 
used when the man who has it is in per- 
sonal attendance upon the emperor in the 
field or upon journeys. Itisa sort of a 


| riding case, and it has been awarded to 
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two Europeans, one of whom was Gen. 
Gordon and the other a Frenchman nam- 
ed Giquel, who established the arsenal at 
Foo Chow, Li Hung Chang has been get- 
ting all sorts of presents from the em- 
peror all along. I have before me a list of 
the gifts which he received on his Tuth 
birthday. This was about five years ago, 
and all the officials gave him presents. 
He had cartloads of silk, a ton or so of 
gilt scrolls and jewelry and other stuff 
valued at more than a million of dollars. 
Both the emperor and Empress dowager 
sent him valuable presents. The eniperor 
gave him sixteen pieces of costly satin, 
one dragon robe, an image of Buddha, and 
a lot of autograph proverbs signifying 
good Wishes and good luck. The empress 
also wrote hima lot of autographs, and 
wave him a statue of Buddha. She donat- 
ed him twelve pieces of satin and a robe 
Which was made of the throat skins of 
sables, which are in China considered the 
most valuable of all furs and can only be 
worn by the special permission of the 
throne. At another time the emperor 
gave Li Hung Chang #10,000, and he has 
already received more honors than any 
other Chinaman who has not noble blood 
in his veins, ; 

Li has risen in rank as well as in pow- 
er. He is now an earl and when I saw 
him last summer at a banquet in his pal- 
ace his head was decorated with a cap out 
of the back of Which stuck his three-eved 
peacock feather, says Frank Carpenter, 
This last isevena greater distinction than 
the yellow jacket. It is one of the great- 
est things an emperor can give, and is 
usually conferred only upon princes and 
nobles of the highest degree, The feather 
Was about two feet long and was fastened 
touabig cap witha turoed-up brim by a 
great button, which rested on the centre 
of the crown of the hat, and which was 
also aanark of high rank. The feather 
stuck out behind the hat and quivered as 
Li Hung Chang put his yellow fists to- 
gether and bowed low in saluting his 
guests. There were other peacock feath- 
ers upon some of the high officials among 
the guests, but Li Hung Chang was the 
only Who bad a@& three-eyed peacock 
feather. The double-cyed peacock feather 
isaomuch lower honor, and the single- 
eyed peacock feather is worn by many 
ordinary officials, and it is possible to 
buy the right to use it. Even lower than 
that is what is known as the blue plume 
or the crow feather. This is conferred as 
a reward for services upon officials below 
the sixth degree of rank, and is worn by 
the Imperial Guards, 


le 


Li Hung Chang is a diplomat, as well 
usa statesman, and he worked his way 
up from one position to another until he 
got to be commander-in-chief. He took 
Chinese Gordon into his confidence and 
made him one of his generals. Gordon 
drilled the Chinese according to foreign 
tactics, and together they vanquished the 
rebels, The result was that Li became 
the greatest man in China. He was given 
one big office after another until he be- 
came only second to the emperor, This 
isthe position which he holds to-day. 
He is superintendent of the northern 
trade, and controls the commercial mat- 
ters of all North China, numbering more 
than 170,000,000 of people. He is the gor- 
ernor-general of the province of Chill, 
and is practically the Secretary of State. 
He has for years been the chief medium 
of communication between the Chinese 
and foreign nations, and he is the most 
progressive Chinaman in the empire. It 
was he who introduced the telegraph into 
China, and the wires that run into his 
palace at Tientsin connect him with 
every court of Europe and with every part 
of the United states, Heis said to bea 
very rich man, and his income ranges 
between 200,000 and $100,000 per year. No 
one knows how much he has made out- 
side of his offices. I heard it said in Tien- 
tsin that he was worth &50,000,000, and on 
the other hand his friends claim that he 
is net worth more than $2,000,000 or &%,- 
ooo, Whatever he has must come from 
his own idea of his share of the receipts, 
for the Chinese Government pays small 
salaries and expects the officials to steal 
the 

Fow people have any idea of the nobil- 
itveot China. The country is divided up 
among the officials and it is generally 
supposed that offices are only given on aec- 
count of literary merit. The truth is that 
the best places are given out through in- 


balance 


fluence, and every Chinese state is sur- 
rounded by intrigues and = intriguers. 
There is no court in the world about 


Which there is so much plotting about as 


that of Peking, and there is none which 
has so many nobles and officials of differ- 
ent rank. ‘The emperor is, of course, at 
the top. Helis the son of heaven, and is 
supposed to hold communion with the 
prod \]] of his relatives are nobles, and 
the imperial clan has a court of its own, 


Which holds secret mectings and regulates 
matters concerning the family. There is 
genealogical record kept in Peking and 
at Mukden, and this contains a record of 
all the branches of the emperor’s family. 
Rach of its members has an allowance 
government, but they have not 
agreat deai of power, The emperor is 
supposed to be supreme, aud he can ap- 
wint his own successor, choosing which 
of his children shall succeed him. He is 
posed to make this selection in Secret 
and the announcement of his choice is not 
to be made until his death. The present 
clipe ror bas a numberof relatives who are 
knowh as princes, and among these as 
Prince Ching who is how at the head of 
the bureau of foreign affairs and who is 
be somewhat progressive in his 
These princes have their own 

rank. aud there are twelve different orders 
itv among the members of the 

inmipe rial | The highest princes 
get about 815 year, and they each 
have a retinue of tt) servants an al 
lowance of rations, so that it the 
Wernment about &75,.00 @ year aplece 
em. These highest princes are the 
sor sons of the emperor. Next to 
who get 
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are dukes, counts, harons and marqutses, 
-which ranks are conferred by the emper- 


-or, and not a few of which are sold. The 
Manchus or Tartars have a nobility and 
the different ranks are conferced upon 
‘the Chinese as well as the Tartars. The 
-empress must be a pure Tartar and all the 
ladies of the imperial harem are of Man- 
chu blood. It is not necessary that they 
be of roval blood, and a pretty Tartar 
girl, even though her father be a plough- 
nian, has a chance of getting into the 
palace. The mother of the Emperor Hiten- 
fung was a keeper of a fruit store. She 
wa: very beautiful, and one day the prime 
minister saw her and took her into the 
palace. She was taken up by the eniperor 
and made his favorite concubine, and in 
due time became mother of the succeeding 
wenn peror. 


TEMPERING ALUMINIUM. 
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A Discovery That Muay Increase its Modern 
Usefulness, 

The successful tempering of aluminium 
so as to give it the consistency of iron is 
the latest triumph of F. Allard, the Levie 
blacksmith, whose rediscovery of the lost 
Egyptian art of hardening copper startled 


the mechanical world some three or four 
years ago, and only failed to make the 
fortune of the author because of the ex 


pensiveness of the precess. A recent trial of 
Allard’s tempered aliiminium has proved 
au success of his method in Quebec and 
the practical purposes to which it ean be 
applied. He had made and hardened a 
cannon, Which has just been tested in 
presence of Col. Spence, the American 
consul, with the wreatest sucess. ‘This 
cannon is twenty-six inches long and five 
inches in diameter, the metal of the gun 
outside the bore being only a quarter of 
uninch thick. A charge, consisting of 
a pound of powder, has been successtally 
fired out of this little piece of ordinance 
Without having any appreciable effect 
upon it. A new and more scientific trial 
of the cannon has been ordered by the 
Canadian military authorities to be held 
immediately at the Quebec Citadel by 
the artillery experts there, and the United 
States Consul, in view of this move, is 
understood to have encouraged Mr. Allard 
to manufacture, as speedily as possible, 
acannon twelve fect in length for ship 

ment to Washington, but whether this is 
to be at Allard’s risk or by instructions 
from the United States Govenrment is net 
known and cannet be learned. The ad

Dr. Matthew Wood of Philadelphia has 
gathered & mass of evidence in the at- 
tempt to prove that Charles Beek Hirst 
and not Edgar Allen Poe was the author 
of The Raven Hirst and Poe were for 
a long time intimate friends, and the hiw 
office of the former in Philadelphia was 
one of the favorite resorts of the latter 
Many times during his later years Hirst 
declared that he wrote ‘"The Kaven,’’ 
and that Poe's only hand in the matter 
Was to make slight changes and add u few 
fines. He had a manuscript: copy of the 
poem, Which was almost entirely in his 
own handwriting—only asmall portion in 
that of Poe. But Hirst was very careless 
as to the paternity of his poems, and Dr 
Woods, after yeurs of research, has failed 
to find some that were highly spoken of 
and sharply criticized by his contemporar 
ies.
